The decision to move the campus site was made through the wis- 
dom and oversight of the Board of Trustees and Dr. James O. Baird, 
who was at that time serving as the President of the college. Approxi- 
mately ten years ago, Dr. Baird turned over his position in the Presi- 
dent’s chair to the very capable hands of J. Terry Johnson, who has 
served OCC in this capacity since that time. President Johnson has 
previously stated that “Oklahoma Christian College is working to- : | 
wards a future worthy of it’s proud past.”

On September 22, 1958, classes began for the first time 
on this north Oklahoma City landsite. The original name of 
the college, Central Christian College, was changed to the 
present Oklahoma Christian College one year later. Within 
these 25 years in Oklahoma City, student enrollment has 
increased from 209 to over 1,600, and the value of the 
facility has grown from $855,000 to more than 
$43,000,000. Many policies have been changed over the 
years, such as double dating requirements, curfew rules, 
and dress codes. 

During the fall of ’83, a luncheon was held in honor of 
this 25th anniversary, and also in honor of the 85th birth- 
day of Dr. George S. Benson. Dr. Benson served as the 
Chancellor of Central Christian College during it’s move. A 
large plaque, which is displayed on the east end of Benson 
Hall, was unveiled in commemorative honor of the event. 


The year of ’83 - 84 was highlighted by many spectac- 
ular occasions, honored quests, and long remembered 
events. It was a year of rebuilding and careful planning, 
resulting from hard-struck blows from the previous 
years. There were changes in faculty, administration, 
school policies, and the spirit which this institute 
thrives on. This spread represents in brilliant color only 
a small portion of this great year.

SPRING TRIMESTER OPERA 
HIGHLIGHTS THE FRENCH 
REVOLUTIONARY PERIOD OF 
THE 1700's 


“Dialogues of the Carmelites’’, by Francis Poulenc, was 
the first full length opera presented at O.C.C. This sixteen 
scene performance was presented on a cross shaped stage. 
The stage was moved closer to the audience so that the 
entirety of the opera could easily be understood. 

The French production was directed by Stephen Smith, 
and performed in English by 26 students. It was set during 
the French Revolution. The story was about a group of 
nuns of the Carmelite order. They were condemned to die 
because of their refusal to submit to the government. 

A part of the opera shows Blanch de la Force, the leading 
character, pleading with the convent prioress to let her in. 
Mother Marie declares that the sisters must take a vow of 
martrydom. In the final scene, the Carmelites file their 
way to the scaffold to be beheaded. Being the last sister, 
Constance steps toward the guillotine for her turn. It is 
then that she sights Blanch pushing her way through the 
crowd. Blanch mounts the scaffold, facing her fears, and 
follows her friend to her death.
